Under  a  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  (Autumn  1940)  asking 
local  Authorities  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  as  many  children 
as  possible  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  risks  which  inevitably 
arise  out  of  wartime  conditions,  this  Council  prepared  a  scheme 
whereby  children  of  and  under  school  age  could  be  immunised  free 
of  charge  to  the  parents  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  area, 
at  clinics  set  up  in  the  schools  and  other  suitable  premises  in  the 
district. 

Under  this  scheme,  which  commenced  in  August  194-1,  3&2  children 
between  the  ages  of  1  and  lj  years  completed  the  full  course  of  treat¬ 
ment  during  1945 • 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme,  the  total  number  of  children 
under  15  years  of  ago  who  had  completed  the  full  course  of  treatment  at 
the  gist .  of  December  1945?  was  5?55^»  This  figure  of  5?55^  is 
arrived  at  by  actual  count  of  the  record  cards.
